Connection  is  made  at  Lewiston,  N.Y.,  with 
trains  of  the  New  York  Central  &  Hudson  River 
R.R.  for  Niagara  Falls,  Buffalo  and  New  York,  and 
with  the  electric  cars  of  the  "Great  Gorge  Route"  for 
Niagara  Falls  and  Buffalo.  At  Niagara-on-the-Lake 
on  the  Canadian  side  of  the  river  the  steamers  are 
met  by  trains  of  the  Michigan  Central  R.R.  making 
quick  connection  for  Niagara  Falls  and  Buffalo.  At 
Queenston,  7  miles  up  the  river  (opposite  Lewiston), 
electric  cars  of  the  International  Railway  Company 
start  from  steamer  landing  and  follow  the  Canadian 
cliff  to  Niagara  Falls. 

A  glance  at  the  map  herein  may  suggest  to  the 
traveller  a  welcome  change  from  cars  to  boai  and  a 
refresiiing  sail  across  the  iak.,  avoiding  many  miles 
of  tiresome  railroad  journey.  The  map,  however, 
gives  no  hint  of  the  magnificent  scenery  and  historical 
features  of  the  route 

In  the  following  pages  a  brief  survey  is  made 
of  the  various  routes  connecting  Buffalo  and  Niagara 
Falls  with  Lewiston,  Queenston  and  Niagara-on- 
the-lake  where  passengers  board  the  Niagara  River 
Line  steamer  for  Toronto.

Ferry  steamers  ply  constHiiily  from  Toronto  across 
the  Bay  to  the  various  resorts  upon  the  Island,  which 
are  well  worthy  of  a  visit. 

One  of  the  best  views  obtainable  of  the  city  is  to  be 
seen  from  the  decks  of  the  Niagara  River  Line  steamers 
tvs  thev  enter  the  harbor.

creant in  lK4i>.  Half  w.iy  down  the  slope  is  the  site  of 
the  18-ili.  battery  that  lignivd  so  prominently  in  the 
battle,  and  hidden  in  the  forest  nearby  may  lie  dis- 
tinguished long  tren<-hes  where  the  dead  were  burie<l. 

At  the  iMLse  of  the  Heights  stands  the  cairn,  unveiled 
by  King  Kdward,  as  Prince  of  W.iles.  in  \H<M),  which 
marks  the  spot  where  Brock  fell,  imutally  wounded. 

In  the  village  of  Queenston  Heijlits  staiuls  the  old 
Hamilton  stone  storehouse  to  which  Brock's  iMnly  was 
taken  after  his  death,  and  on  the  outskirts  of  the 
village  is  the  burial  plot  of  the  Hamilton  family  where 
he  was  buried  from  l^t  till  the  removal  of  the  remains 
to  their  present  resting  place.

In  the<|iiHint  old  vilJHxe  of  ^jgceniton,  iieNtliiig  jM-Hce- 
fuUy  under  the  shadow  of  the  hattle-«CHiTed  heights, 
st-Hnd  two  ancient  inns  that  have  .  .irvlved  the  ravages 
of  time  and  ntill  shelter  the  traveller. 

The  electric  railway  runs  along  the  brink  of  the 
cliff  on  the  Canadian  side  of  "The  Nla^ra  Gorge"  follow- 
ing every  curve  of  the  river  from  ("hipi>ewa,  two  niilt-H 
ahiive  the  Fulls,  to  Queenston  seven  miles  below  the 
Falls,  where  connection  is  made  with  steamers.  It  is 
largely  an  excursion  line,  and  passengers  fii>m  railw.-iys 
running  to  Niagara  Falls  can  profitably  visit  the  points 
of  interest  iwealetl  by  it. 

At  the  Falls  the  t.irs  run  close  to  the  Cataract, 
within  the  cloud  of  the  drifting  spray.  Suspension 
Bridge  marks  the  commencement  of  the  "Whirlpool 
Rapids"  and  one-half  mile  farther  down  the  tracks  make 
the  great  circle  arotmd  the  edges  of  the  cliffs  enclosing 
the  weird  and  terrible  Whirlpool.  The  river  finds  h 
new  outlet  for  its  waters,  and  following  the  hank  the 
railroad  descends  to  the  la''  level.  The  rapids  are  In 
constant  view,  and  platform:'  .  ;»  erected  at  intervals  for 
the  benefit  of  tourists  who  .  y  wish  to  get  off,  and  con- 
tinue by  siiV>sequent  cars. 
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Brock's  Monument  Park  i»  on  tlie  e.lgf  of  the  Niagara 
cliff  and  far  down  in-low  lie  sjii  ead  ont,  the  fei  tile  peach 
orchards  and  groves,  the  winding  river,  on  which  niay 
lie  seen  the  Hteaniers  passing  up  and  down,  and,  beyond 
all,  the  deep  blue  waters  of  I^ake  Ontario. 

From  its  elevated  pot^ition,  skirting  along  the  edge 
of  the  lofty  cliffs,  this  Canadian  route  gives  distinct 
vistas  and  varying  views  of  the  marvellous  curvings  rf 
the  majestic  river,  which  are  obtainable  from  no  other 
points.

Connuencing  at  the  Falls,  the  most  wonderful  of 
river  itmyons  the  Niagara  Gorge  is  entered  by  a  gentle 
grade  on  the  side  of  tile  rocky  \;t>vm' :  passing  under  the 
Cantilever  Bridge  and  the  n.'w  Steel  Arch  Bridge  which 
sp.in  the  river,  the  line  n^icbt  s  the  lower  level  at  the 
Whirlpool  Rapids.  The  waters,  which  have  l>een  slowly 
moving  in  solenui  smoothness,  as  though  resting  after 
their  terrific  leap,  here  rise  like  maddened  horses,  and 
with  irrestible  force  are  suddenly  lash<  d  into  indescrib- 
able ftnv. 
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UHIIILI'OOL  HAl'inS 

Coining  down  the  (ioige,  close  to  the  r.iKing  toiient 
the  wondering  puj'sengev  is  presently  brought  into  full 
view  i;f  the  famous  Whirlpool.  The  scene  presented 
here  is  most  awe-inspiring.  This  great  basin,  lying  at 
the  foot  of  frowning  walls  has  been  formed  by  the 
action  of  the  restless  rush  of  waters,  which  for  ages 
pa3t  have  been  swept  against  the  granite  ditfs. 

Here  the  river  again  seems  to  pause,  circling  round 
in  sullen  whirl.  Huge  logs  are  sometimes  seen  sud- 
denly tossing  their  ends  high  in  air,  to  he  sucked  down 
only  a  moment  later  into  the  vortex  of  the  maelstrom. 
It  is  a  weird  and  uncanny  place.  Suddenly  the  waters 
find  their  exit,  and  springing  into  motion  afresh,  pursue 
their  way  to  the  sea.  Following  the  course  of  the 
river,  the  car  now  slowly  creeps  around  Ongiara  curve, 
directly  opposite  to  which,  on  t'.:e  Canadian  shore,  are 
to  be  seen  the  most  remarkable  rock  boimd  formations. 
.Standing  out  with  bold  relief,  as  if  carv»'d  by  the  hand 
of  a  sculptor,  may  be  seen  the  bust  of  a  lunnan  form, 
known  as  the  *'  Demon  of  the  Gorge." 

Now  the  descent  of  the  Lower  Hapids  is  connneiued. 
Along  hie  are  many  historic  points.  Among  them 
'•Devil's  Hole"  near  the  wonderfid  (Jiant  Uock,  which 
stands  like  a  silent  sentinel.  The  rivulette  of  Bloody 
Run  is  passed,  where,  in  17(5:},  a  company  of  British 
soldiers  were  ambushed  at  the  top  of  the  steep  banks  by 
a  band  of  Senaca  Indians.     Out  of  ninety  men  but  three 
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escaped  -the  rest  were  either  hiitchered  or  thrown  over 
the  cliff.  High  on  the  Canadian  Heights  towers  the 
splen<1i(l  shaft  of  "Brock's  Monument." 

Opjiosite  on  the  American  clitT  are  the  ruins  of  Old 
Fort  Gray,  whose  earthworks  l)ehtld  in  1812 the  "  Battle 
of  tiueenston  Heights."  Betw*-:  ;i  them  has  lieen  erected 
a  new  Susjiiiision  Bridge,  forming  a  public  highway 
lietween  the  two  countries,  a  practical  illusti'ation  of  the 
present  friendly  intercourse  and  change  of  attitude  from 
days  gone  hy.

BUFFALO  AND  DETROIT. 

Another  delightful  trip  is  liy  the  steamers  of  the 
Detroit  and  Butt'alo  line,  sailing  In^tween  Detroit  and 
Buffalo.  This  route  commends  itself  to  the  travelling 
public  on  account  of  tlie  magniticent  steainers  and  (piick 
service. 

LEWISTON,  N.Y. 

This  town  is  situated  at  the  head  of  navigation  on 
the  lower  Niagara  River,  it  being  as  far  up  the  river  as 
the  lower  Knpids  will  allow  steamers  to  go.  It  is  one  of 
the  important  gateways  for  Summer  travel,  l)etween  the 
North  and  the  South  and  is  the  terminus  of  the  the  New 
York  Central  tc  Hudson  River  R.  R.,  and  the  Great 
(Jorge  Road  Electric  Railway.

NIAGARA-ON-THE-LAKE.  ONT. 


Is  one  of  the  oldest  towns  in 
Canatlii,  and  foi-uierly  the 
capital  of  the  Province.  It  is 
l-I  miles  from  Niagara  Falls 
and  33  njiles  from  Toronto, 
and  is  sitnated  where  the  old 
town  of  Newark  stood,  just 
oppositte  Youngstown  at  the 
mouth  of  the  lower  Niagara 
River,  and  overlooking  Lake 
Ontario.  It  is  one  of  the  most 
delightful  summer  resorts  in 
Canada,  and  supjxirts  three 
first-class  hotels. 

Golf  and  Tennis  championships  arc  (le<-  ...  nere 
during  the  season.  The  military  life  of  this  place  is  a 
feature,  it  l)eing  the  camping  ground  of  the  Canadian 
soldier. 


QUEENSTON,  ONT. 

Is  seven  miles  from  the  mouth  of  lower  Niag.ira  River 
and  about  the  same  distance  from  Niagara  Kails.  It  is 
nearly  opposite  Lewiston,  N.Y.,  and  is  the  termination 
of  the  first  Suspension  Bridge  over  the  Niagara  River. 
Queenston  is  as.sociated  in  history  with  the  gallant 
defence  made  by  the  British  on  the  adjacent  heights  in 
the  war  of  1812.  It  is  the  terminus  of  the  International 
Ry.  Co.  Electric  Road,  the  cars  run  to  the  dock,  connect- 
ing with  the  Niagara  River  Line  steamers  for  Toronto. 
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FORT   NIAGARA. 

At  the  eiitiaiice  of  the  Niagara  River  on  the  United 
States  shore  stands  old  Fort  Niagara,  one  of  the  most 
historical  spots  in  North  America,  bearing  within  its 
walls  the  relics  of  almost  two  and  a  half  centuries. 
Here  in  16flH  LaSalle  pursuing  his  heroic  explorations 
erected  the  first  building  (other  than  an  Indian  wig- 
wam) to  appear  on  this  frontier,  and  used  't  as  a  l)ase  of 
supplies  to  facilitate  his  discoveries.  Again  on  this  site 
in  1678  he  built  ;:  structure  which  he  n  imed  Fort  ('onti. 
On  its  ruins  in  1(W7  DeNonville  built  the  ill  fated  fort 
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that  lx)re  hiw  name,  which  wa.s  heHieKed  by  the  Scnccas 
as  soon  as  the  army  departed,  and  which  was  deMtroyed 
the  fo)lowinf<  year  on  the  denwuul  of  the  Senecas  acting 
under  British  instlKiition.  Fort  Niagara  is  fiJirrisoned, 
and  adjacent  to  it  is  one  of  the  best  reservations  for 
target  practice  in  the  I'nited  States'.  During  the  |H>riod 
of  the  Canadian  Military  encampment  at  Niagara  on- 
the-lnke,  the  jamiiy  American  soldier  crosses  the  river 
and  frat^e"-  s  in  friendlv  good  fellowship  with  the 
Canadian  Militiamen. 


It  is  not  possible  in  a  lN)oklet  of  this  character  to  do 
justice  to  the  hist(;-ical  story  of  this  region.  It  is  doubt- 
ful if  any  spot  on  earth  records  a  more  thrilling  past 
than  the  seven  miles  of  river  iM^twcen  1^'wiston  an<l 
Niagaraon-the-lake,  which  to-day  flows  so  peacefully 
and  serenely  toward  Lak-  Ontario. 


To  any  one  desiring  an  instructive,  entertiiining
